DX continued its rise in April. There 
were several great openings on all 
bands. Most impressive is the openings 
to the Middle East on 15 meters! 


The top two leaders in SCDXC, K6ND, 
and N6WT are in the top 10 Global 
Standings, 5th and 7th place respec- 
tively. The global leader has 228 enti- 
ties worked. That is a good indication 
that band openings are spanning the 
US and some operators are taking ad- 
vantage of it. Note that there are pre- 
cious few entities usually available that 
have not been already worked this 
year. 


Club members have again closed the 
gap between their total entities worked 
and those worked by the ClubLog lead- 
ers. Last month there was a 16 entity 
gap. This month it is at 13. 


Remember that next few months will be 
big for DX then summer slows down the 
progress. The rise in SFl and SSN are 
both accelerating and the current levels 
have not been seen since August 2015, 
almost seven years. 


There are regular openings to Europe 
on 15 meters. 


Also, keep an eye on 6 meters!

Sikkim 


Sikkim is the small region in Northeast India that is bordered by ™ 
Tibet, Bhutan, Nepal, and the West Bengal state of India. The 
capital, Gangtok, (meaning top of the hill) is located in the 
southeastern part of the region. The region is in a basin sur- 
rounded on three sides by steep mountains. The third highest 
mountain peak in the world, Kanchenjunga, at 28,200 feet, is 
found there. The abominable snowman, the Yeti, as legend has 
it, lives among the mountainous regions. It has a very diverse 
climate from harsh snow covered mountains in the north to 
tropical in the south. It is rich in wildlife and abundant arable 
land used for crops. 


The name Sikkim is believed to be the combination of two Sino- 
Tibetan words: su, which means "new", and khyim, which 
means "palace" or "house” Sikkim is called Drenjong in Tibetan 
meaning "valley of rice", and is also called "the hidden valley of rice”. The original inhabitants of Sikkim, 
called it Nye-mae-el, meaning "paradise’”. 


The Kingdom of Sikkim was founded by the Namgyal dynasty in the 17th century. It was ruled by Buddhist 
priest-kings known as the Chogyal (meaning spiritual leader and king). It became a state of British India in 
1890. and continued as a protectorate of the Union of India after 1947, and the Republic of India after 
1950. In 1973, riots took place in front of the Chogyal's palace. In 1975, at the request of the Chogyal, the 
India took over the administration of the region. In 1975 a referendum was held incorporating Sikkim into 
India as its 22nd state.

“Something big just happened on the sun. Solar physicists Scott McIntosh (NCAR) and Bob Leamon (U. 
Maryland-Baltimore County) call it “The Termination Event.” 


“Old Solar Cycle 24 has finally died—it was terminated!” says McIntosh. “Now the new solar cycle, Solar 
Cycle 25, can really take off.” 


The “Termination Event” is a new idea in solar physics, outlined by Mcintosh and Leamon in a December 
2020 paper in the journal Solar Physics. Not everyone accepts it—yet. If Solar Cycle 25 unfolds as 
McIntosh and Leamon predict, the Termination Event will have to be taken seriously.”
